Never did 

the Almighty place more confidence tn |

Saint Joseph. 

When the time came for the Incar- 
nate Son of God to assume our human 
nature it was necessary that a woman 
be found who was worthy to be His 
Mother. The Almighty created that 
matchless Virgin, that wonderful 
creature who was good enough and 
pure enough to be the Mother of His 
Son. This woman needed a protector, 
just as the Divine Child that was to 
be born of her needed one to take on 
earth the place of His H Fath- 
er. In Saint Joseph God found such a 
man. 

When claimants for the hand of 
Mary in marriage came Almighty God | 
The rod that 
JAseph held in his hand produced a 
-ywer as thouch a litera! fulfillment 
of the prophecy of Isaias: “There | 
shall come forth a rod from the Root 
of Jesse and a flower shall! rise out of 
his root.” Joseph was espoused to 
the virgin of the House of David by 
a union which in love and purity sur- 
passed anything that even the Angels 
had ever witnessed.

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THE CHURCH’S GREATEST NEED—AN 
INSTRUCTED CATHOLIC LAITY. 


We often hear people express their surprise that 
the Italians and other Latins do not practice their 
Faith after coming to this country. There can be 
only one logical explanation for such neglect, and it 
is that these people have never been properly in- 
structed in their religion. Church-going in the coun- 
try of their birth was regarded as a kind of social 
obligation, while the people never fully grasped the 
enemy! of their faith. People from Italy, Spain, 

elgium, Mexico, and from all the South American 
countries, seem unable to “give an account of the 
faith that is in them.” 

For the same reason, though to a far less extent, 
those who are instructed early in youth, when their 
powers of intelligence are limited, will easily drift 
away from the Church or become negligent Catholics 
unless they continue to receive instructions in rengron 
for a long time after they have left school. 

Every pastor has experienced that the average 
Catholic, otherwise well informed, the lawyer, the 
physician, the business man, the bookkeeper, the clerk, 
are incapable of defending the different points of 
Catholic teaching; they know practically nothing of 
Church History; little of the principles by which the 
moral soundness or unsoundness of political, social 
and religious theories advocated today are tested. 

The instruction started in school should not be in- 
terrupted; a taste for such Catholic literature should 
be cultivated gs will bring home to our people in a 
popular and interesting manner the beliefs, practices 
and principles taught them in schoo! and which their 
feeble intellects were too tender to grasp. 

The taste for Catholic literature should really be 
cultivated in the'’school room through the introduc- 
tion of a religious paper, so that after the children 
leave school they will regard it as a friend from whom 
they will not care to part.

When the priest 
urges his people to support Catholic literature and to 
read it, and then follows up his recommendation by 
having people stationed at the church door with such 
literature in their arms, the appeal is very effective. 
If, after the paper has been thus distributed for a few 
months, the pastor should prefer to have the people 
receive this literature direct from the publisher by 
mail, it can easily be placed in every home by having 
members of some parochii lety district the parish 
and canvass for subscriptions.
